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Introductory  Remarks 

Placing  all  the  Irises  we  list  in  their  proper  color  groups  was 
no  easy  task^  and  I  am  not  at  all  certain  that  I  have  succeed¬ 
ed  in  every  case.  Color  should  be  seen,  just  as  tone  should 
be  h  eard.  Royal  blue  may  mean  something  entirely  different 
to  me,  an  artist,  from  what  it  does  to  you,  or  even  my  artist 
friends.  However,  where  possible,  the  grouping  is  like  that 
of  the  Iris  Society’s  Check  List.  For  your  convenience  the 
groups  are  printed  on  different  hues  of  paper  to  facilitate 
visualization. 

Included  in  the  list  are  many  old  Irises  that  still  are  valuable 
to  some  breeders,  as  an  illustration,  many  of  the  finest  super 
whites  are  descendants  of  some  little  insignificant  runty  v/hite 
crossed  with  blue. 

A  little  more  prominence  is  given  to  the  newer  creations  and 
the  best  of  the  old,  both  in  description  and  display.

Every  Fall  there  is  a  chorus  of  weather  prophets  who  pre¬ 
dict  the  winter  will  be  mild  because  the  rabbits  do  thus 
and  SO;  or  severe^  because  the  squirrels  do  this  and  that. 
And  were  the  former  wrong  !  Old  man  winter  came  on 
with  a  roar,  and  submitted  the  flowers  to  every  variety  of 
punishment;  snow  for  months^  sheets  of  ice  for  weeks,  and 
a  lake  of  water  more  than  a  foot  deep  for  two  days.  One 
could  have  rowed  a  boat  around  the  path  by  the  gazing 
globe  and  even  to  the  water  lily  pool,  where  the  poor 
gold  fish  had  been  frozen  solid  for  almost  two  months. 
What  did  all  this  do  to  the  Tall  Bearded?  Apparently 
nothing.  Now  it  is  almost  April;  the  leaves  are  showing 
green,  and  I  am  sure  not  a  single  one  has  succumbed.  A 
flower  that  will  grow  if  swept  over  by  fire  in  the  spring, 
if  kept  out  of  the  ground  for  weeks  in  the  summer,  or  when 
subjected  to  the  severest  winter  rigors,-  as  the  iris  will,  tru¬ 
ly  is. the  one  for  the  man  who  neglects.  However,  irises 
repay  the  true  gardener  many  fold  for  all  the  extra  loving 
care  he  will  surely  give. 

'The  love  for  irises  grows.  Their  most  delicate  colors  or 
deeper  tones,  their  dainty  flowers  or  massive  blooms,  the 
blended  tints  or  brilliant  hues,  upon  close  acquaintance 
surely  must  make  one  an  iris  enthusiast.  Their  beauty  and 
genuine  friendliness  coupled  with  their  extreme  hardiness, 
make  them  unsurpassed  for  the  home  garden.  Then  the  a- 
bility  to  have  bloom  almost  continuously  from  early  spring 
until  late  autumn,  by  planting  the  different  varieties,  also 
adds  to  their  desirability.’ 


But  of  course  you  do,-  that  all  rhizomes  (bulbs)  are  not  of 
the  same  size.  The  illustration  on  the  following  page  has 
been  so  greatly  reduced,  that  only  by  comparison  with  the 
twelve  inch  rule,  can  one  realize  that  the  distance  from  the 
bottom  of  the  larger  rhizome  to  the  top  of  the  leaves  shown 
is  nearly  two  feet.  Bruno,  the  large  one,  was  fed  equal 


parts  powdered  limestone  and  bone  meal,  two  large  hand- 
fuls/  mixed  well  into  the  soil,  in  a  space  one  and  one  half 
feet  square^  with  two  additional  handfuls  of  fine  cotton¬ 
seed  meal  worked  into  the  surface  above  the  roots.  The 
photograph  was  made  in  early  September,  when  new  ir¬ 
ises  are  approaching  their  maximum  growth;  however  it  is 
generally  to  the  grower’s  advantage,  especially  in  the  north, 


to  plant  early  in  July  or  August,  for  tho  the  rhizomes  are 
smaller  then,  the  root  system  will  get  established  before 
danger  of  the  frost  heaving  them.  The  small  plant  in  the  il¬ 
lustration  is  normal  for  that  iris.  We  do  our  very  best  to  give 
the  finest  that  can  be  grown  in  the  variety  you  select,  and 
succeeded  so  well  that  one  customer  said,  "they  just  about 
took  my  breath  away.’’ 


White  irises  have  always  fascinated  me,  and  I  feel  that  Pur- 
issima,  for  instance,  is  one  of  the  finest  creations  in  the 
kingdom  of  flowers,  when  in  its  ideal  environment.  White 
should  be  used  more  in  planning  harmonious  color  schemes, 
as  a  foil  for  colors  that  "fight,"  and  with  yellow  to  en¬ 
liven  and  accent  dark  somber  spots.

a  h4otn  Irises  arc  comparatively  free  from  disease 
and  pests,  but  in  some  localities  the  borer  gives  trouble,  and 
more  some  years  than  others.  The  infected  plant  is  easily 
detected  by  its  bleeding.  As  the  center  leaves  are  tender 
and  better  eating  they  are  attacked  first,  often  being  sev¬ 
ered,  and  can  be  pulled  out  with  a  very  gentle  tug.  The 
treatment  consists  in  pressing  the  leaves  until  the  worm  is 
crushed,  or  cutting  off  the  fan  below  where  the  borer  is 
working.  If  it  reaches  the  rhizome  it  must  be  dug  out. 


Rh  izome  Rot  Sometimes  the  strength  of  the  parent  plant  is 
so  sapped  by  the  increase  that  the  center  rhizome  winter  kills 
and  rots  to  a  custard  like  mess,  and  unless  checked  may  spread 
thro  the  clump.  Either  turn  the  hose  on  with  force  and  wash 
away  all  the  soft  tissue,  or  scrape  clean/  fill  the  cavity  with 
sulfur  and  examine  daily,  working  the  sulfur  into  any  soft 
parts.  Also  test  the  adjacent  increase  by  pulling  gently.

Unl  ess  one  has  followed  closely  the  development  of  mod¬ 
ern  irises,  he  does  not  realize  the  vast  strides  made  in  the 
blue  section.  Breeders  have  been  vying  with  each  other  to 
produce  more  gorgeous  creations,  and  have  succeeded  be¬ 
yond  their  fondest  dreams,  with  a  wide  range  from  the  lu¬ 
minous  saturated  hues  to  the  somber,  huge  specimens  like 
El  Capitan,  and  rich,  like  Blue  Velvet.

Yellow  I  rises 

Until  recently  the  development  of  yellow  irises  had  lagsed 
somewhat/  many  of  them  being  small  and  pale.  Irises  be¬ 
long  to  the  group  of  flowers  that  depend  upon  the  honey 
bees  for  fertilization,  so  Mother  Nature,  in  her  wisdom  has 
^  given  them  hues  that  the  bees  can  see  while  on  the  wing. 
I  believe  it  has  been  demonstrated  that  white  and  pale  yel¬ 
low  attract  more  than  deep  yellow,  and  red  not  at  all,  which 
is  one  reason  that  good  luminous  yellows  have  been  hard  to 
breed.  Knowing  this  greatly  increases  the  appreciation  of 
such  achievements  as  Sundipt.  There  is  an  iris  that  lingers 
in  one’s  memory  long  after  the  flowering  season.

Here  is  a  sugges¬ 
tion,-  carry  this  catalogue  with  you  to  some  garden  where 
the  novelties  are  grown,  if  you  are  not  so  fortunate  as  to 
have  them  at  home,  use  the  above  form  and  judge  some  of 
the  flowers.  One  place  where  even  some  of  those  who 
should  know  better  get  confused  is  in  QUALITY;  a,  (SUB¬ 
STANCE),  is  “Thickness  of  petals  which  gives  the  flower  ri¬ 
gidity  and  poise,”  and  b,  (TEXTURE),’is  “Surface  appearance 
of  parts  of  the  flower.”  Thus  a  flower  may  have  thick  sub¬ 
stance  or  velvety  texture.  Now  if  you  do  carry  this  cata¬ 
logue  with  you,  use  the  margins  for  notes;  they  were  left 
wide  purposely  for  your  convenience,  and  I  hope  you  pen¬ 
cil  them  all  over.

Altho  July  is  the  ideal 
time  to  transplant  in  the  north/  it  may  be  too  hot  in  the  south 
for  plants  to  survive  the  change  until  later.  In  sections  of 
the  arid  west.  Irises  do  best  when  planted  as  the  fall  rains 
besin.  However  it  will  be  to  your  advantage  to  place  your 
order  early.
